The Bebels Will Soon Be Becogrnized 
as Belligerents— More Arms 
Wanted. 

New York, July 5. — Oanoral Rafael 
Qaesada'a address to the American people 
says that numerous important missbatemeuts 
have been made as to the aitnatioD and the 
relative positions of the insnrgents and the 
Spiniards. He sxys : " We are fighting 
the Spauieh government, not the Spanish 
people, I find American sentiment with 
ug, I have more than a tliousand letters 
from leading citizens of the United States 
expressing sympathy and offaring aid In be- 
half of free Cuba. I have told all these gen- 
tlemen that wo cannot violate tho law. 
They must wait until we are roocgnlzod as 
belligerents by the United States govern- 
ment. Then we shall have all the men and 
arms wo need, and tho war will end quickly, 
I moy Bay, however, that Cuba is praotically 
ours. Victory Is already in sight. We oc- 
cupy nearly all the Island. The Spanish 
soldiers have the towns and the ground they 
sbaod OD, 

" Despite statemente to the contrary, the 
death rate among the Spanish troops is ap- 
palling. The relnforoements asked by Oou- 
eral Camoas are to fill broken regiments. 
The pestilence is sweeping away the soldiers 
ab increasing speed. General Campos a few 
weeks ago had a total of 40,000 men. We 
have: 20,000 armed soldiers in tho field, but 
we have 100,000 men ready to go to the 
front and fight as soon as they can get guns 
and ammunition. The situation in Cuba 
has changed within a week. The yellow 
fever destroys more men in a day than are 
killed in many battles. It Is safe to say 
that daring Jnly and August General G&m- 
poB will lose 10,000 men from yellow fever 
alone. We oould dispose of 2,000,000 oart- 
ridgoQ at once. The men to use them are 
ready to march at an hour's notios. 

" The republic will bo proclaimed very 
soon. The first country to recognize our 
new government will be Chili, next Peru 
and then Colombia, and next the Argentine, 
The South American countries are all with 
us. Venezuela has too many serious com- 
plications just now to make any ofiicial 
demonstration for Cuba. Chili detests tho 
Spanish government, We have her entire 
sympathy. Her wealthy and influential 
young men have held manj meetiuga re- 
cently and sent us substantial aid. In North 
America the gulf states are with us to a man. 
Florida Is entbaslaBtioally for Cuba. So we 
are confident of winning our cause and 
eibablishing a snbstantial repablio at an 
early day. We consider our independence 
now 38 good as accomplished." 



LOST IN THIBET. 

Serious Apprehensions as to the Safety of 
I'rlnco Henry of Orleans. 

Paris, July 5. — Very serious fea.ra are en- 
tertained In the Royalist circles of France 
with regard to the safety of Prinoo Henry of 
Orleans, the soBpegraoe son of the Duo de 
Chartres, whose travelling companion died 
under snoh pecnllar cironmatanoes in the far 
Orient a few months ago that the ofiiclal 
leaders of the Monarchial party felt im- 
pelled to publish a statement to the effect 
that the Prince was neither materially nor 
morally responsible for the Baron do Grand- 
maiion's sudden death, and showing that 
they bad been separated by a distance of 
several hundred miles when the tragic event 
took place. 

It seems that when last heard of the 
Prince, abandoning his intention of return- 
ing direct to Europe to faoe the Insinuations 
ag^tinab him, to contest his father's applica- 
tion to the courts to legally declare him in- 
capable uf managing his oivn property and 
to ohalleo^o his cousin, the Duke of Orleans, 
to fight a duel for the active part which be 
had taken in tho mattor, had turned his 
steps in the dlreotioa of Thibet with the ob- 
ject of returning home through that myste- 
riouB country so renowned for the bitter 
hatred which prevails against loreigUers 
umoDg tho people, and in particular among 
tho fanatic clergy. 

Thibet until now has been under the nom- 
inal suzerainty of the Emperor of China, 
and was coinpoUcd to consider his wishes so 
far aa to send tribute to Peking. But any 
somblanco of authority that there mlKht 
have been has disappeared since tho defeat 
of the Chinese, and there la no doubt that 
the people of Thibet feel that they can now 
masaacro foreign travelers i>s they ploaee 
without any danger of bjing called to ao- 
count by the government at Peking. 

Under the oircumetancca tho trip of tho 
Prince through tlio northern and least 
known portion of Thibet can only be re- 
garded as an extremely perilous undertak- 
ing, all tho more so since instead of being 
aocompninUd by an experienced explorer, 
such as M, Bonvallot, who was with him 
throughout his last Central Asian expo- 
dItioD, he has now no ono with him save a 
couple of young fellows whom nobody 
knows much about, and whom he picked up 
in Saigon or Cochin China. 

It would be strange if he were to find in 
the wilds of Asia a death similar to that of 
young Prince Louis Napoleon In the wilds 
of Africa. It would clear the sitaatlon 
to a certain extent, bIdcb there Is no doubt 
that as a pretender bo is far more dangur- 
oon than his cousin, the Duke of 
Orleans, They have tho same fault with 
regard to getting into perpetual scrapes. 
But whereas iho Duke of Orleans docs no- 
thing to redeem thia fault. Prince Henry 
may be said to atone for his shortcomings 
by tho courage and manly energy of which 
ho haa given evldonco as an explorer. His 
financial extravagance contrasts strangely 
with tho sordid meanness, not to say avar- 
ice, which is tho distinguishing trait of the 
house of Orleans, 



TBODBLESOUE INDIANS. 

Blaokfeet Threaten an UpicUIng Which Hay 
. Besolt in a Uassacre of Wtaltea. 

Toronto, July 6. — The Globe pablishes a 
sensational story about a threatened upris- 
ing of Blaokfeet Indiana which may result 
in a maeaacre of all the whites on the re- 
aorve. Miss Turner, who was until a week 
ago an asBlstant at the Church of England 
mission und ohildren's homo at the Black- 
feeb reserve, near Glelchon, N, W.T. , has 
returned on acoount of the closing of the 
mission out of trouble with the Indians. 
Mrs. Galllok, similarly connected, also re- 
turned, Tho story told by Miss Turner In- 
dicates a serious state of affairs among the 
Blackfeot Indiana. Tho shooting of Mr. 
Skinner, ration distributor, by un Indian 
named Scraping Hide, reported in tho press 
some time ago, seems to have been the bo- 
ginning of the trouble. The Indians have 
commenced to take an anezplainable dislike 
to the Rev. Mr. TimSi wbloh for no par- 
tlcnlar reason has led to threats on his life. 
The result wv that on Jane 27 the clergy- 
man was forced to leave the ungrateful peo- 
ple among whom he had labored like a 
slave, with scarcely a slave's regontpense, 
for twelve long years. Tho mission la now 
deserted.

Toronto, July 5. — Dalton McCarthy has 
finally decided to go to England, and left 
to-day for New York to sail on the Umbria, 
which leaves to-morrow. 

Bloomer-WeartnK Teaeheis. 
Toronto, Jnly 5. — At a meeting of the 
Toronto Public School Board last evening, 
Trustee Bell ajkcd if It were within the 
knowledgo ot the inrjpeotors that somo 
female teachers wnre in the habit of riding 
bloyoles in male attire. The chairman re- 
plied that considering there is no law in 
the land to prevent females wearing male 
attire, he failed to see the relevancy of tho 
queation. Truatee Boll remarked : " I re- 
fer to what la comviionly called bloomera.'' 
Dr. Gusoie Stowe Gullet said : " I would 
like to know what busioeBS it is of any 
trusteb what dress teaohero wear, if ovol'. 
supposing she wore bloomera ? " Mr. Bell 
gave notice of motion to report the namea of 
the teaohera, If anyi who wear bloomers. 

Bank In Dimcnltlea. 

MoNTRKAL, July 5. — It la atated on the 
street that the efftirs of La Bacqne du 
Peupld are In a very bad stats. Leading 
bankers aay that nearly all ita capital haa 
been wiped out and that a large number of 
overdrafts have been made by prominent 
Canadian firms, Tho cashier, Mr. Bousquet, 
has realgned. He is involved In many ont- 
aide uudertakiogs. The capital of the bank 
is $l,2(]0,000, reserve $600,000. 

namllton Jlannfaclnrer Deoil. 

Hamilton, July 5 — Joseph Hoodless, 
head of Hoodless & Son, furniture manu- 
f ioturers, is dead. The deceased built up a 
large business. 

Tlic cuonnbce IHnrder, 
pETERiiORO, July o. — Thomas and Hettie 
Gray, charged with the murder of David 
SooUie, of Otonabee. who arrived here at 
noun to-day, wore accompanied by their six 
children, the oldest thirteen yearn of age 
and the youngest a year old. They were 
arraigned before the county police magis- 
trate and were remanded till July 12. 

Can Work on Sunilny. 

Wl.N'PSOR, July 5. — Farmers can haul 
rails and do other work on Sunday. .Such 
was the judgment In the court of Magis- 
trate Forhan, Kent county. Farmers of 
the Seventh Day Adventista have been 
iceoplog Saturday instead of Sunday as the 
Biblioal Sabbath, and tho Mothodists prose- 
cuted the case. Watts hauled rails on Suu- 
day, and Magistrate Forhan aald he oould 
go ahead and do all tho Sunday work he 
wanted, being exempt aa a farmer.

Bonus for a Smelter in British CoI> 
umbla -Excess of Bevenne Over 
Expenditure. 

(From Our Own Correspondent,) 
Ottawa, July 6.— The political tension 
waa Bomewhab relieved by the announce- 
monts In both houses to-day, Hon, Mr. 
Scott asked Sir Mackenzie Bowell whether 
tho government proposed to bring down at 
tho present session any legislation with re- 
gard to the Manitoba school queation. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell aald he would be In 
a poaition on Monday to give the house 
definite information. No new legislation, 
as far as ho was aware, except whab waa 
already on the order paper would be bronght 
down this aeaaion. 

Hon. Mr. Scott — "Then the government 
hiB decided not to inbr oduoe remedial legia- 
lation," 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell— *' I did not aay 
whether It waa deoidad to do so or net ; 
what I did say was that on Monday I ex- 
pect to be in a position to state what coarse 
the government intends to pursue on that 
question." 

In the Commona Hon. Mr. Foster was 
less explicit than Sir Mackenzie Bowell. 

The opinion Is that there will be no re- 
medial law this session, but that possibly a 
fall session will be held to put a measure 
through. 

lb la atated that tho government's deci- 
sion nob to introduce remedial legislation 
waa reached after aomo houra spent on the 
clauses of the bill drafted by the officers of 
the department of justioo. lb was then 
found utterly impossible to reach a satisfac- 
tory conclusion within a reasonable time for 
presentation to parliament. The Quebec 
Conservatives say very little. They are said 
to fear that If parliament is once prorogued 
the house ulay be diesolved and the govern- 
ment go to the country before a remedial 
measure becomes law. To-night they are ■ 
caucausing, and the next few (|aya may sea 
important developments. It Is believed' 
that when parliament has been prorogued 
the government will appoint a oommisslon 
of judges to investigate the Manitoba schools 
and that poasibly a compromise will be 
effected. 

In committee on the B.C, smelting bonus, 
Hon. Mr. Foster explained that it was nob 
proposed to expend more than $30,000 a 
jahc uu bonus, cui^ss UiotB was a balance 
remaining over from the previous year. 
The reaolutlon provided that tc earn the 
bonuB, the smelter must begin operations 
before July 1, 1896. 

Hon, Mr. Laurior said In view of the de- 
prei:eed state of the silver market and the 
condition of the Dominion financss, this 
hardly seemed to be the most suitable time 
to make an offer of this kind, bub as the 
amount waa small, and it waa an experi- 
ment which might be the means of develop- 
ing bhe principal industry of British Colum- 
bia, he would not offer any opposition. 
There were loud ministerial cheers at thk 
evidence of Mr. Laurler'a adhesion to the 
principle of protection. 

The revenue exceeds the expenditure for 
the twelve months by 81,750,000.

DISQUIETED CUBA. 

Death of a Noted Insurgent Leader— Arm» 
iind Ammunition on Their Way 
to the Island. 

Havana, July 5. — Details reached here 
to-day of the death of Amadora Querra, a 
noted Insurgent loader. lb appears that 

two severe engagements wore fought yester- 
day at Palmaa Altas, not far from Manzan- 
illa, and one of the largest towoa in Santiago 
de Cuba. Capt. B areas, at the head of a da- 
tachmeot of 80 volunteers, twice engaged a 
force of 400 insurgent citvalry under com- 
mand c f Amadora Guorra. The volunteers 
lost 17 killed and 10 wounded. Among the 
killod on ths insurgent) side wore Amadora 
Gnerra, Lieut. Raphael Borroa and Tamayo 
T. Forrere. In addition 60of tho insurgent.!!' 
rank and file were killed. 

Port Limon, July 5 — A Gorman schooner 
which has been lying hero for some days, 
and which is reported to be the property of 
Cubans, left here yestordiiy carrying 1,200 
Remington' rifles, 300 Coli'd revolvers and 
about 500,000 oartridges. It haa a crow of 
27 men, all Cubans except throe Americans 
and two Costa Ricans. Tho schooner is 
armed with five rapid-firing modern cannons. 
No attempt waa made to delay her, although 
her destination was well known. Another 
vessel fibbing out on the same mission will 
sail In a few days. 

Blood-purlflers, though Rradual, nro radical 
In their crt'oct.

Eesnmption of the Adjourned Debate 
iu the British Uonse of 
Commons. 



The Bight of Search Kot to Be Be 
gardea With Other Than 
Anxiety, 

(From the tiondou Standard, Juno 18.) 
The adjourned debate on the second read- 
ing of the seal fiaheriea (North Paoific) bill 
waa resumed hy 

Mr. Hanbary, who urged that the bonae 
was entitled to mors oompI«t« information 
from either the Colonial or Foreign Secre- 
tary with regard to the attitude that Can- 
ada had talien np. Nothing had been aaid 
as to whether the Russian agreement had 
been rouowod, wl llo, if there waa no similar 
agreement with the Americana, our aailora 
might be oxoiaded from aeikliDf In the very 
watera when others were allowed to do ao 
Apart from international quoationa, Canada 
waa also deeply intereated, and there was 
no evidence uo to the objactiona of that col- 
ony. He desired to know, therefore, 
whether the Dominion had been heard in 
this matter. 

Sir E Grey remarked that, in ao far as 
there were cDangts in the bill, they were 
introdnood to moot objectiona made by the 
Canadian government. With that cxcop- 
tlon the bill was not now, and did not raise 
new queBticns. Id waa asked whether the 
agreement with Ruseia had been renewed. 
Ic had, and the terma of it were the aame as 
in 1893. Ic was renewed until further no- 
tice. Rueaitt had made a aimilar agreement 
with the United States, and it waa on the 
nnderatacding that Russia should obtain 
the oonaenii of the United Statoa to similar 
restrictions on their geuling veasela that the 
ftgroement of 1893 waa signed. With regard 
to other countriea, such aa Japan, the ques- 
tion witb reaped! to their aealing veaaela had 
not yet arisen, and the situation must 
boZ deult with ma it developed. 
If a fleet of Bailing vesaela i>olongiDg to an- 
other Power oame into theae watera, u aimi- 
lar agreement must be made with that 
Power, or else the whole question would re- 
quire revialon. With regard to the diffar- 
ence of treatment by Russia in the case of 
the aelzurea before the agreement, the con- 
tention of Rneaia was that the veaaela were 
seizad because the boats had boon fiabing in 
tlie territorial waters, and within the three- 
mile limit. The cot&lct between Her 
Majesty's government and the Raaaian aa to 
these aeizuroa waa aa to mattera of fact, and 
not aa to righta. Ho would ask the House 
to remember the hiatcry oC the aealing ques- 
tion. On the one sido there was an ngtee 
ment, on the oihcr none, and the rcstrlc 
tiona under the Russian agreement wore far 
leaa than thoso on the other aide, undur the 
Behring Sea Arbitration Award. If the bill 
were aerioualy opposed Her Majeaty'a gov 
ernment would be unable to carry out their 
obligitions uoder the agreement, aud a aeri 
one queation would be re-opened on the west 
aide of the Pacific, aa it waa opened on the 
east aide. It conld not be aaid that Her 
Majesty's government would bo reaaonablo 
In taking up the poaitlon that no reatric- 
tloni ifaonid l>s iiopoaed on the Canadian 
cealera on the west aide of the ocean. The 
reitrlotlopi imposed were reasonable and 
leas atringeat than those Imposed under the 
award, and he hoped, therefore, that the 
agreement would not be disturbed (hear, 
hear). 

Commander Betheil did not think that 
there waa any general desire to prevent the 
bill from passing, but the arrangument 
whloh gave Rasda a right of soarobing 
Uritish veasela conld not be regarded with 
other them oonaiderable anxiety. (Hear, 
heat ] They had bean told that there waa 
an agreement to the same effeot between the 
United States and Russia, and, seeing the 
improving aeal fiahery of Japan, he aug- 
geated that tho Foreign OtGce ongbt to have 
Been that a like understanding ahould be 
entered into between the United Statea and 
Japan. 

Admiral Field expressed his dissatifaotlon 
with clause 3 of the bill, giving Ruaaia the 
power of aearob, and requested an asFuranoe 
that the ordera given to the naval cflioers of 
tbn various Beeta shoald be identical. 
I The bill waa read a aeoond time. 

Mr. Q, Bowles moved that it be referred 
to a select) committee. 

Mr- Hanbnry seoooded the motion to send 
the bill to a aeieot committee, which he 
described aa an unusual oourae, juatified by 
the unusual conduot of the government in 
refusing to give the house any Information 
on which it might consider the bill. They 
oucht to b3 in poaaesaion of the Rusaian 
agreement, the agreement between Rueaia 
and the United States, and tho oorrcapond- 
encc between the Colonial UHico and Ciinadu. 
If the government would undertake to pro- 
duce this Information before tho bill wont 
into oommitteo of tho whole house, hia hon. 
friend would withdraw hia motion. 

Mr. Gntliih Koaoawen supported tho re- 
quest for information, aa a great deal of ob- 
Buurity attached to certain points in tho bill. 

Sir R. Webster sympathised vary strongly 
witb the request, but, at tho same time, 
trusted that Her Majeaty'a government 
would ba oblo to give some asauranco that 
would prevent the nooosaity for thia method 
for obtaining tho information required. He 
did not think that thia particular bill ahould 
be discussed by a select committee. Having 
taken some part in 1893 in framing a bill 
with the present Lord Chief Justice, and 
knowing the rcrponalblUty that attached to 
the matter and the necessity that there was 
ior acme agreement, he thought it would be 
a aeriouB tning for the government to be in- 
volved in any queation of nnwillingneaa on 
the part of thia country to carry on the ar- 
rangement. But they were justiflad iu de- 
manding an assuranoo that before the com- 
mittee stage was reached aa much informa- 
tion as possible should be given and 
documonta produced, and there fehould bo an 
undertaking that reasonable time should lio 
given for tho disoussion of tho bill In com- 
mitteo. He had not proaeod tho hon. 
baronet unduly for dooumente, but there 
could bo no reason for tho jon produotlon 
of tho RuRsian documents, and of 
a good dnal of information with 
reference to tho (Canadian claims 
and tho oorrespondenco with Amer- 
ica. Ho waa datisfiad that there waa a 
strong feeling in Ciinada thut Canadian in- 
terests were boing overlooked at tho present 
time, and bo was certain that tho Chancellor 
of the Exchequer would be tho Qrat to wish 
to dispal that feeling. Ihero was not tho 
least desire to impede the bill ; but when 
they were passing a measure that restricted 
the rights of British seamen on tho high 
teas, it ongbt to be a considered act of the 
Honse of Commons, and in order that this 
might be obtained, the government ahould 
take the bouae into ita confidence, and give 
an aasnranoe that for public' reasons it was 
not poaiible to anbmit the information asked 
for.

THE SCOLLIB MUEDJBIR. 

Arrest of the Suspected Parties in Florida- 
Details of the Gaso. 

New York, July 5.— On board the Clyde 
liner Algonquin, whloh reached her pier yes- 
terday, were Thomas Gray and his wife 
Hetty, both Canadians. They are in ciiarge 
of Canadian deteotivea who traced them to 
Florida. The detecliiveB told their story as 
followa : 

Divid Scolllo, tho murdered man, lived in 
Peterborough, Ontario. Ho waa a bachelor, 
well advanced in years, and very well to do. 
Near him resided tho Groy family. It 
seems Mrs. Gray persuaded bor husband to 
mako Scollio a proposal to give the(i.-aya 
the use of the farm, they in return to take 
care of him during the rest of hie life. The 
old bachelor aaaented. Mra. Gray ia then 
alleged to have said to her aister, a Mra. 
McGregor, who lived near, that ahe believed 
it would do no harm to kill tho man. Mra, 
McGregor waa ahocked, and told her aiater 
ao. Mrs. Gray replied : 

"Suppose I kill him and then burn tho 
house. Who will know anything abont it '! " 

About a year ago the McGregors were 
aroused at 2 o'olook In the morning by one 
of the Gray children knocking at the door 
and aaying that her mother had Bent her to 
say that) the house waa on fire. McGregor 
hurried to the burning building and met 
Mra. Gray on the road. She had a bundle 
under her ami and tried to persuade Mo- 
Greeor nob to venture into the building. 
He did, however, and aided by neighborp, 
found tho body of Soollle. Flamea bad i <>r 
reached it, but the head had been sevei l 
and waa misaing. It ia now balievcd it w..a 
in tho bundle that the woman bad under her 
arm. None of the auapioloua clroamatancea 
connected with the death came out until tho 
insurance people began an inveatigatioo. 
They found that the house bad been insured 
for five times ita actual value, but they did 
not discover that until the Grays had col- 
lected ttip inauranoe, dlapoaod of the firm 
and diaappeared. Ueteotive Murray waa 
placed on the caae and for nearly a year en- 
deavored to find the fugitivea. He ut last 
located them in Florida and found them in 
hiding near Ooala.

The above ia subatantially the opinion 
lately expressed by the Montreal Gazette. 
Both Dr, Weldon and the Gaz3tto Beom to 
think that the bill to remedy the grievance 
complained of by the minority In Manitoba 
CUD be submitted to Parliament] as an open 
question In which every member la at liberty 
to vote aa hia judgment or hit oonaoienoo 
dictates. If it passes, the Government is 
cot entitled to any credit for its passage, 
and if it ia rejoated, ita rejection cannot 
affect the position of the Government. 

lb ia evident that some membera of the 
Government and many of its supporters in 
the House do nob take Dr. Weldon's view 
of the duty of the Governmonb In the pre- 
misea. They are evidently of the opinion 
that the Governmonb must introduce the 
romoditt! bill andstuko its cxiatonoe on the 
result — that, in short, it must be a Govern- 
ment measare. This la why some membera 
of the Government express their determina- 
tion to resign if the Government brings 
down the bill, and why others threaten to 
resign if the Government refuses to bring it 
down. Dr. Weldon's way is the simpleet, 
the least embarrasaing mode of dealing 
with the matter. Let the minority 
have what they oonalder a fair measure 
submitted to Parliament, let it be consid- 
ered without regard to party distinctions. 
Lot there be in the House no Government 
and no Oppo9ition when the bill ia boiog 
deliberated upon. It would be interesting 
to observe how tho remedial bill would be 
received under snoh oironmstanoes, and 
what would be ita fate. Bat we do not 
thiulc that the experiment will be tried. 



AN BASTBRN THINKER. 

Dr. Weldon, who represents the County 
of Albert, New Brnnswick, in the Dominion 
House of Commons, is one of the reading 
and thinking men of that body. He is dean 
of the law faonity of Dalhonsie College, and 
it is therefore to be presumed that bis opin- 
ion on a question of oonatitutlonal law is 
worthy of respect. Tbla gentleman was 
not long ago interviewed by a repreaenta- 
tive of the Toronto World, chiefly, aa it 
■eeiDs, on the poaltioB of the Government 
with reapeOb to ,the all-abaorblng Manitoba 
school question. Here ia an extract from 
that interview : 

" In your opinion, is the government 
bonnd to introduce into the house a remedial 
Uw for Manitoba ? " 

" Bound by what oonaideration ? " Dr. 
Weldon queried. 

" Bound by the fact that they have issned 
the remedial order." 

" Most emphatically no I " the Doctor re 
pUed. 

Continuing, bo said : " To me the clear- 
est reading of the oonstltntion In reapeot to 
this matter is aa follows : The Governor- 
General'in-oounoil, in hearing and disposing 
of the appeal from Maoitoba, were a judicial 
tribunal. The oonatltntion charged that 
tribunal with the duty of hearing an up' 
peal, when a certain set of facts should 
occur to clothe it with jarisdiction. It was 
the Governor Genoral-iD-oounoil, and no 
other body, that was empowered by the con- 
stitution to hoar the appoal. The pre- 
liminary icquiry before that tribunal as to 
whether, in tho existing state cf facta, they 
had jurisdiction, was one of much diiliuulty, 
involving tho dotorminution of nice points 
of law and of fact. The tribunal was em- 
powered by a Canadian statute to avail it- 
self of the opinions of the Supreme Court 
cf Canada and the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council Tno Governor Uoneral in- 
council, having determined that they had 
jnrisdiotlon, rejecting thereby the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of Cinada, and accept- 
ing the opinion of the judicial committee ol 
the Privy Counoil, were, it seems to mo, 
bound to make a remedial order. So far 
their action seems to me entirely judicial." 



" Do you think that those persons who 
are menibjrs of the tribunal thut heard tho 
appeal and made tho remedial order are 
bound to support a remedial law in the 
house 2" was asked. 

" Qaito the contrary," Dr. Weldon re- 
plied. " Hid I been a judge sitting in that 
tribunal 1 would have felt bound to iasuo u 
remedial order, for the simple reason that 
the iesulng of the order was necessary to 
unbolt the doors ot parliament to the com- 
plaining minority. But once a remedial luw 
were introduoed into the House of Commona, 
though I bad been a judge in that tribuQ>kl, 
I, as a member of the house, would feel my- 
self perfecSly free to vote for or against any 
remedial law that might be introduced." 

" Does not the woight of legal opinion 
controvert your viow 

"Quito the ocu rary, it supports it," Dr. 
Weldon replied. 

" So far as I have been able to ascertain, 
the overwhelming weight of profeasiooul 
opinion favors the view that the promulga 
tion of the remedial order in no way pledged 
the government, or any member of tho saniu, 
to support a remedial law in parliament." 

"In your judgment, though tho government 
ia not bound, by having iasued a remodlul 
order, to introduce a remedial l..vv, aiiuuid 
it not take control of such a measure in pur- 
liamonl ?" 

" Dlstiuctly no, and for tho reasoaa Uio 
members of the government are well known 
to be divided on the niorita of separate 
schools. Thoao mombura of tho govornmont 
who are in the minority on tho question will 
most unjustly bo pub in the wrong before 
their oonatiluonclea and the country. If tho 
government stakes ita life on tho passage of 
such a law, it will attract to its support tho 
bulk of the Catholic vote. It will repol tho 
bulk of the Protestant vote. Tho country 
will see this deplorable condition — twogro'jt 
parties divided by a religious line." 

" Furthermore, the Govornmont has no 
speoial oompotenae to deal wi^h the matter 
of school law. They have no nilniator of 
odnoation, and no departmental staff to 
favor them with detailed and export knowl- 
edge. The further result of making this a 
party question will be to deprive of nomioa- 
tion, or to defeat at lbs polls, a number of 
tbo most worthy memoors of parliament." 

" Doea not the established pracbioo in 
Canada and Eogland rc(iuiro government 
initiative in all impirtant moaaurea 'i " 

" By no means- Many laws on tho Eng- 
lish statute books of tho greateab Importance 
were Introduced and oarried tihiongh par- 



THB SI93T RING. 

It is cheering to see that there are Cana 
dians who believe in their country and who 
are ready to proclaim their faith in it on all 
proper occasions. The Toronto Telegram 
was on Dominion Day jubilant. It had 
good cause to rejoice. There are both truth 
and good seme in its Dominion Day hurrah : 

"Canada," lb exolaimed, "la the freest, 
happlesb, best oiT country in the world, and 
can meet the dawn of the twenty-ninth year 
of her life as a nation with conrage tempered 
by wisdom and hope in whioh there Is no 
fear, 

" The country has its troubles, but never 
was there a country whioh attained so much 
of greatness (vith as little trouble. What 
ever politicians may aay the foundationa of 
Canada'a national life are laid deep in a 
growing concord between Canadians who 
differ in race and creed, but who are one in 
love of country." 

Every proposition of this outburst when 
ooolly and calmly considered ia demonstrable. 
Our country is without doub) a good one, 
and we ought to be a contented and a happy 
people. 

A BRITISH PROTECTIONIST. 

We are often told that io England no one 
but a crank or a downright lunatic opposes 
free trade. But it has been noticed of late 
that there are very many In Great Britain, 
neither crunks nor lunatics, who are very 
far from believing that free trade has been 
the making of England. Among Ihsae Is 
Mr. Bargia, who has written a book which 
beara the title " Perils to British Trade. ' 
The reader may be able to form a pretty 
fair idea of tho intellectual atatus of Mr, 
Burgia when he learns that he was an in- 
timate friend of Jamea Anthony Froude, 
the hiatorian and Professor of History in 
Oxford. Mr. Bargia, moreover, submitted 
the manuscript of his work to Mr. Froude, 
who, after he had read six ohaptera of it, 
wrote to Mr. Burgis : " So far aa I cin aee 
I agree heartily with your general views." 
Part of the "general views" of which Mr, 
Froude approved so heartily, is the follow- 
ing : 

It ia usual for the provisional advocates of 
tho free trado policy of thia country to at- 
tempt to justify it nob so much by any de- 
fence or direuL upology for it, or on ita cs- 
sonlial morits, as by inferences in ita favor 
derived from a miareprosentation of tho 
policy of protection. Tho moat aystematio 
ond audacious misrepresentation of facta, 
and tho moat poraiatont faistfiuation of his- 
tory, are now tho solo basis for popular be- 
lief in it or pationco with it. The Corn Law 
uonbrovoray ia fuluoly described acd dis- 
posed cf. Tho temporary and artilioial 
prosperity of thia country during the yoars 
of our monopoly of the improved tools of pro- 
duotion and distribution, and during these 
years when other great nations ware on- 
gaged in exhausting ware — is all ascribed to 
the froo trade polioy ; and any attempt or 
proposal to revert to fiscal regulation of sx- 
teruul triido la falsely described as limiting 
tho supply of needful commodities, and at- 
tempting to create a monopoly for land- 
lords. 

The taotloa of the advocates of free trade 
in Great Britain are exactly those resorted 
to by tlio opponents of the National Policy 
in thia Dominion. Their urgumenta in favor 
of free trade, pure and simple, ere few and 
'<veak, and they are compelled bo admit that 
free trade ia not suited to Canada in ita 
present circumstancea. It is only when they 
describe what they aaaert are tho nature and 
the results of protection that they become 
liiiont. Their denunciation of the trade sys- 
tem which has been adopted by every civil- 
ized country in the world except Great 
Britain, is ucquallfied. In order to make 
whul tbay consider points against proteotion 
they distort history and misrepresent 
facta. Their elaborate oalculationa are 
often based upon data that are elthi^r 
erroneous or imaginary. The ooncluaiona 
whioh they draw from faieo premises, often 
of their own oreatioo, they flannt In the 
faces of proteotionistB as li* they were un- 
questionably sound and logical. Tho air of 
Infallibility which these free trade romancers 
assume would ho amusing if it were nob so 
brazenly and so provokingly impudent. 

In this country there are many advocabea 
of free trade who know nothing whatever of 
the history of comraeroe or of the prinoiploa 
on whioh it Is based, but who, like parrots, 



repeat the theorlfs and the inventions of the 
leading men of their party. ~ Tie air of self- 
confidence which theae pretenders to knowl- 
edge aaaume often impoaea upon thoao who 
honestly desire to obtain infoimaticn on the 
trade question. Xhey have no saiiploion 
that the men who have undertaken to in- 
struct them are the merest quacks who are 
certain to lead those who trust them widely 
astray. 

SHORT OF CASH. 

The United Stateo is without doubt a very 
rloh country. So wealthy a nation, if lu were 
wisely governed, would be financially In 
easy circumatancea. That it is not so is a 
serious reproach on those in whose hands 
the people halve placed the management of 
lbs affairs. The national debt is nob, in pro- 
portion to its resouroes, very large, and the 
national hurdene are not necessarily heavy. 
Tho legislators of the Republic have saddled 
it with an enormously heavy pension list, 
bub the burden of the pensions must get 
lighter as time advances, Pensionera, 
though proverbially long-lived, do nob live 
forever. When everything is considered, 
therefore, there is nothing to prevent 
tho United States, aa regards money 
matters, from being unembarraaaed. 
But Unele Sam has been for some time in a 
very unpleasant position. His servants 
have been playing tricks with his currency. 
Ho hns been overloaded with silver, and he 
baa been several times in a tight place for 
want of gold, His legislature has managod 
matters so stupidly and so clumsily that he 
has not had for two yoars and more money 
enough to pay running expenses. At the 
end of 1891 ho was $70,000,000 abort, and 
the close of the tiacal year 1895 (inds blm 
with a balance on the wrong aldo cf hie 
ledger of §13,000,000. Hia revenue haa for 
some years been diminishing, while his ex- 
penses ha^e been Icept np to the old figure. 
Before tho tariff tinkers began their meddling 
and muddling, he bad an income of 
some §220,000,000 to §225,000,000 a year. 
His strong box was then always full, and ho 
had at tbo end of each year a comfortable 
surplus. Bub latterly his income, through 
the meddling of the meddlers, haa been 
wh Ibtled down to §1 77,000,000, then to S 1 :! 1 , - 
000,000, and this year, owing to the receipts 
from the sugar tax. It is somewhat better, 
bslng §152,000,000. When the tariff tinkers 
cut §95,000,000 off Uncle Sam'a revenue they 
ouebb to have had sense enough either to cub 
down expenses by that amount or make 
up the deficiency by imposing new taxes of 
a different kind. But they kept on quar- 
reling and dispntiag about one thing and 
another and left the old genbleman, although 
hia estate is such a big and such a produc- 
tive one, without money enough to get 
along with.

—First Harvest of Canadian 
Castoms- 



'Whiskey Ring" Now Ruling:. But 
to Eecelve the Atteutiou of 
Mounted Police. 



loapeotor Conatantine'a impreBaions of the 
Yakoa oonntry, of which he la abonb to take 
ohoirge as ohief of the mounted polioo de- 

bacbment now on the nay there, are told in 
tho anual report just laauod by the mounted 
police departmenc. Tho inBpeotor wub atnt 
there laab year on a preliminary visit, and 
after epending ail eunimer in the district 
makes a very Intereatioi; report, lome ex- 
tracts from ^hioh will give an idea of its 
present condition : 

"Tho white population," ha Baya, "la 
oompoaed of Americans and Canadian?, 
abonl! equally divided, Quite a number of 
French- Canadians are working and doing 
well. There also a few EogUsh in the mines. 
The labor troubles in the United States 
have sent many In from thtre, some of the 
men coming In having their wives and ohii- 
dren. XJp to the 1st July 535 souls bad 
paesed I}ia-\ah for the Yukon dlstriot. Of 
these nearly all came throngh. A few went 
hack from or after leaving l)la-Ytth, fright- 
eaed with the ontlook, two or three from the 
Canon, or White Horao. Some wont out 
by the mouth of the river after being at 
Forty Mile a day or two. Moat of tho min- 
era lioing out thia fill are goiog by tbe 
mouth of the rivor — for tough and hardy aB 
thoy are, thoy dread tho hardship of tjoing 
out by the Mountain paaa. In tho aprlng of 
1801 some Japanoso and Cbinoso arrived ut 
DIa-Yah with Ibu intention of gping into 
the interior. A party of whitea, numboriog 
about 200, hearing of their landing, hold a 
meeting, and it was decided that they were 
not to bo allowed to enter tho country. A 
party representing the miners wont back 
until they mot tboso atraof^ors nour tho 
oanoD and told them that thoy would not 
be allowed to go into tbo country and th 
if they valued their lives they would not 
make the attempt. Tbo forolffoera took the 
hint and returnod. Thia showa the feeling 
as regards tho Chinese In thia seotion of the 
country. Thia ooonrred In American terri- 
tory. 

" The Yukon district has been up to the 
present time a sort of 'No man's' land, 
tbe boundary between Alaska and tho 'North- 
west Territories not having been defined or 
officially declared. Law and order in tho 
country has been enforced by a committee 
of miners, and with the exception of one 
shooting and cutting osse last winter, it has 
been quiet and orderly, as much so as in 
other portitina of the Northwost Torritorlea 
Last winter about 260 minera wintered ot 
Cadahy and thia winter abnnt 500 are ex- 
pected. In is during thia time that any 
police will have their work to do. 

" The highwaya of tho oonntry are tbo 
rivera and all travellin;^ 1* done in boata. 
Upstream work is done by poling, which 
even co tbe mneb praotlaed is hard and ex- 
hausting work, 20 miles a day being con- 
sidered a good day's work, although '25 U 
sometimes made acaordin^ to tho part of 
the river travelled. From Fort Cudoliy to 
Polly is tbe hardest part of tbe river. What 
la rt(iaired acd without which wo should bo 
uaaleas, ia a high power flit-bottomed atom- 
wheeled titeamer, say about -tO foot long and 

12 feet beam, with deck well projecting over 
tho bull. One capable of 15 miles an hour, 
in otiil water, cot drawing more than 12 to 

13 inches when loaded. Such a boat could 
be got ready in the East dnriog the winter, 
sent to St. Michael's, 80 mileti fr--.im the 
month of tho Yukon, and might he put to- 
gether there and go up ihe river loaded, or 
if bailt could be carried on deck of ship. 

CCSTO.'.TS, 

" Cuatoma duties were diataatcful, rind at 
one time there looked as if there might be 
trouble in collecting Batter couneela, how- 
ever, prevailed and I brought, out with me 
cheques, drafts and ordera amounting to 
^,248 82. Neither tbe coin or gold duat 
WBS proourable, as all in tbe aettlemebb to 
any amonat had been sent East by the first 
boats. As these drafts, eto., will be hon- 
ored on presentation it is perhapa tho aafer 
way to bring it out. Staff Sergeant lirown 
remained in this winter in order to wkod up 
the remainder of this part of the duty. Ho 
should oolleot between $2,000 and $3,000 
more. What I sot in some oaaes was on 
aoocunt of tbe duties, as ail tbo goods wero 
nob in, nor tho original invoices up Irom St. 
Michael's, bub it is said would be when the 
•boata came up on the last trip. Thoy ahuuld 
anivo at Forty Mile about tbo end of the 
firnb week in October at tho latest. 

" The American cuatome were giving all 
tho trouble thoy oouki to the North Ameri- 
can Transportation and Trading Company 
on account of thoir buying many of their 
gooda in Canadt.. putting (in inspector in 
charge of the goods au far r«g tho boundary, 
thirty five miles north of Fort Cudahy, and 
Inaiating on tho company c'ving security 
for the custom ofEoer's expenses uutil such 
time as ho would arrive at the place from 
which he wan sent. lb was also ataied on 
tho a\ichority of a man ufimod Goldamith 
thub ihe agent of tho Alauka Commoroial 
Company at Sb. Michaol's, Mr. Wilson, had 
orders to prevent any Knglish or Canadian 
vessel unloading any goods at that plai;e, 
although the North American Company had 
a warehonsa there. It is said that tho 
Alaska Commerotal Company keep a paid 
agent at Washington, of the name of Klliott, 
to throw all obstacles in the way of any 
other company getting a foothold In the 
Yukon territory. 

LIQUOR TKAFFIC. 
" Tho liquor tralSo in tho country is 
aanumiuv; larg-) proportionn and will have to 
bo dealt with by a strong hand, and a auf- 
fiolent forori '"ill be nocossivry to enforce the 
provieicna of the law. The country at proa- 
ent is ruled by a ' wbiakuy ring. ' Ab prea. 
«nt there are five saloons running and I hoar 
more will be open as tbe minera come in for 
tho winter. The liquor aold to tho whltca 
is of good quality, and retails at 50 conta a 
drink. It comes in principally from Fort 
Simpson, on the coast, ia packed over tho 
' Sammlt ' and bronght down tbe river in 
boats. Ihsar 3,000 gallons have come in 
daring the year just passsd. The Indians 
make ont of molasses, sugar and dried fruit 
a liquor locally known as Hoo-ohin-oo, and 
Is very much like the liquor made at the 
Ccpo and styled ' Capo Smoke.' It is very 
strong, more like pure alcohol both in ap- 
pearance and taato. So far as my informa- 
tion goop, miners would like to see a high 
liocnae and a atop pub to the aalo of liquor 
to Indiana. Prolilbitiou would hs very bard 
to enforce, if nob almost inipoasiblo, owing 
to tho nature of the country, with ita faoili- 
tiea for hiding liquor aud illicit stilla in tho 
many raviaea and gulobcs, which Indiana 
. could only find and travel to. Th« pro- 
hibitory law in Alaska la in reality a dead 
letter, 

" In Juneau liquor ia sold openly and no 
real attempt so far as I could learn is naade 
to enforos the law there. Some dl£5ouIty

liquor law of the Northwest Territories and 
special legislation might be required to tnib 
the situation. I refer more particularly to 
the machinery for the granting of licenses, 
and would 8u;:!goat that should it be deter- 
mined to grant ihem that it be left in the 
hands of tbe police if it is diolded to send 
them in to that country. 

" Many of tho miners do not drink at all, 
and but few to ezccaa, ocd thoao who do fio 
would wherever they are. When they come 
in from the mines fpr winter they have a 
general caronte, but this is not coofiood to 
that section of the oonntry alone, After this 
has been gone through, the camp settles 
down for a time and is then quiet for a 
mining camp in winter." 



TBADE BBVIBWED. 

Basinets Gontlnnea to ImproTS-Nomerous 
Volantary Increases of Bmployes' Wages 
— Bauk Clearluea. 

New York, July BradatroBi's to- 
morrow will say : " NotwilhatandiDg the 
week is broken by u holiday, tho favorable 
trade conditions heretofore reported con* 
tinuo to exeroise a pronounced Icfluence, 
prominent in general advanoes in the price 
of Btaplcs and in tbe wages of Industrial em. 
ployea. The extent of the voluntary ad< 
vanoes in wages reported within a month or 
two has ontgrown tbe resources of voluntary 
atatiatical bnreans which have endeavored 
to keep traek of them, tbo latiat advices 
being that more than 1,000,000 industrial 
workera have received an advanoo averaging 
about 10 per cent. The upward tendency 
in pricea, while not so marked ea a month 
ago, ia a etill striking feature of the addi- 
tional odvancoB, thoiu of lumber, tinplate 
and print clotlia being now. Picco s'.uda at 
Chic3K" are abnui ."jO ccntn higher per 100 
feot, and at Souttlo lumber ia to be ad- 
vacu'id to day. St. Louia roporta that tin- 
pitttea are 10 oonta per box higher, and that 
tho American tiuplato faotoriea orj kept 
buBy to moot tho demand. Cotton gooda 
are generally Qrm on tbo late advances 
In raw cotton, althoufjh eomo varie- 
ties are quiet at thia, tho mid- 
aummer eeaaon. Fancy prints are 
active for fall delivery. Wool, which was 
lute to atarb in the race for hii;her quota- 
tioDB, la quoted at another advance for 
South American and Auatralian variotieo. 
The pricea at tbe London Bales are up 10 or 
\i> points, whiob, having been more than 
diaoounted here, inducea the trade to antici- 
pate a reaction unless the London quota* 
tlons advance farther. Cotton is also higher, 
as is leather. We have a repetition of tiie 
annonnoemenb made each week for more 
than a month, that the quotations for pig 
iron and steel billeta have advanced. To 
this most be added a similar statement 
in respeob' to bar iron. Xhe anthracite ooal 
trade remains In the nnfavorable condition 
which has so long oharacterieed it, leading 
cihci&la of the principal producing and coal 
carrying oompanioe preferring to have their 
own way in reference to tonnage carried 
rather than brine; about a permanently 
higher prioo by some equitable arrangement. 
Cattle and boge remain practically 
unchanged in piice, as do sugar 
and onffee. Among tho Hat of 
staples for which prices aro lowor, arc 
wheat, flour, corn and oats ; in all inatancos 
tho outcome of ropnrta of improved crop 
conditions. Pork and lard are also lower, 
as are potatoes and butter. The total bank 
olearlngs for tbo Dominion are as follows : 
Montreal §9 941,703. inoreaso 4 5 ; Toronto 
J6,3G6,722, increase 32 2 ; Halifax $1,269,- 
350, increaso 12 5 ; Hamilton $692,918, in- 
orease 26; Winnipefi $973,911, increase 
12 4, Totals, $19,244,658 ; increase, 13 6.

Mach lilhe the Seminole War. 

City ov Mexico, July 5 —The inhabitants 
of the State of Yucatan are enthusiastio over 
the re-inforoing of the federal troops there, 
and the ordera to move against the rebel 
Indiana enoamped near the Belize (British 
Hondaras] border. People are oflarlng their 
money and services to tho government. 
Yucatan has been having an Indian war for 
a great many years. As tho savagoa find 
hiding places In the swampa and moraBses in 
a recion unexplored by white men, it has 
been difficult to follow them. Thcao In- 
diana have committed every form of atrocity.

It will be much like the war 
against the Seminole Indians In Florida, 
The aoldiera are not anxious to be sent 
there, as the climate is frightfully hot and 
fever and hardships kill more men than do 
the Indiana, who are as cruel as tho Apaches 
and have mavvolous ingenuity in warfare. 
But Mexico's settled policy la to rid her 
domains f f sivages and give the reclaimed 
lands to immlgrunts.

A FOUJiTH OF JDLY FIGHT. 

Pitched Battle' at ''The Little Kcailonso" 
Botweeu I'arailers and Spectators In 
the Clly of Cultnre. 

Boston, Maas., July 5.— The Fourth of 
July parade of the patriotlifaooietleaof Boa. 
ton and vicinity at Bast BaatoQ yeaterday 
afternoon ended in a pitched battle between 
some of tho paradera and the apeotatora, In 
which stioks, atones and revolvera were 
oaed with fatal eSeot. John W. Wlllla. a 
laborer, of Eaat Boston, one of the 
spectators, was shot and instantly 
killed ; Michael Doyle, of E»Bt Bos- 
ton, had his bead split open by a olub and 
lies dyirgattho city hospital ; a young man 
named Stewart had hia nose out oiT with a 
sabre in the hands of one of tho paraders ; 
Patrick Kelly sustained a oovero scalp 
wound, whether from a club or bullet is not 
known, and ofScor A. S. Bates was hit in 
tho mouth by a brick thrown by an un- 
known person, and loat eoveral teeth be 
aido9. 

It is claimed that the trouble all resulted 
from the persistence of those who managed 
the parade in introducing a float represent 
ing " tho little red schoolhouse," which, 
from Its association as the emblem of tho 
American Protective Association, has bo- 
come obnox'oaa to many persona. The 
Fourth of July committee bad tried to pre 
vent tho appearance of " tb& little rod 
Bchoolbouse " in tho parade, and opponents 
of tho A. P. A. idea attempted to have on 
order passed by the board of aldermen to 
this eiroot, but failed. When the obnoiioua 
part of the parade reached Putnam street it 
was attacked by a hostile mob, and before 
the police could restore order the oianaltiss 
above given had taken place. 

The little red school house was a fao 
simile of the regnlation New England school 
bouse, anrronnded by the atara and atrlpea 
At the very end of the prooeanion, which 
waa witbont polioo pfoioctiou, camo a 
barouche drawn by four grey horses. In 
tho carriage were O. C. Emerson, H 
Roberta, Mrs. 0. C. Emerson and Mrs. F. J. 
Campbell. Tho carriage waa profusely 
decorated with American fUgs and Mrs, 
Campbell wore an orange dress. A crowd 
of antl-A.P- A. 'a closed in and trouble com 
mencod. Albert E Andro«s, of Everett, a 
private in the Roxlmry Horse Guards, was 
Btandicg on tho sidewalk near by. Ho was 
in full uniform with a sibro at his aide 
Andrews hud boon in tho escort of tho 
mayor, and had just returned to his father's 
house. The bright yellow plume of his 
helmet attracted the attention of tho stru2 
gling ladies in the carriage, and *' Help us, 
soldiers, " one of them ciied Bhriily 
Andrews rushed into the thick of the fight 
and, drawing his sabre, waved the heavy 
blade above hia head. The crowd fell back 
a second, then rushed upon the orange 
plume with a treroendoaa roar. Four men 
stood by Andrewa, one brandiahlog two self 
cocking revolvera. The confilot laated for a 
considerable length of time, when the police 
finally sncoeeded In anppreaalng the diaorder, 

MUNICIPAL KEFORUS. 

Cltlzena of Omaha Join Id a Non-Farliz.in 
UoTement to Hecare Badical Ctaaneea 
In the System. 

Omaha, Neb., July 5. — Bueineas men and 
citizens, regardless of party feelings, have 
united In tho publication of a proclamation 
calling for the organizjtion of a movement 
looking to tho introduction of business 
methods in the city government. The em- 
bers of public indignation have been fanned 
for several months by the alleged corrup- 
tion now exiatiog in mnnicipal affairs. 
Months ago It waa noticed that city money 
was being used by gpeoulatora, contractors 
and others with political infiuenco. 

The matter became so flagrant that the 
school board demanded an investigation as 
to Its funds. The next day City Treasurer 
BoUin fied, leaving a note that ho had gone 
to commit suicide. Officera located him in 
biding. Developments abowed that many 
membera of the city oounoli and other poll- 
ticiane owed the city from $100 to $2,000 
each. The only aeourity the treaanrer bad 
waa a slip in the oaah drawer indicating the 
amount due the city on the LOU Cash 
was misaiug to tho amount of $,'3(J,000- 

Since then this has been reduced two- 
thirda by tho I O.U.b being taken up. Tho 
council, in tlio face of the situation, refused 
to depose Bollin, though many citizens wore 
demanding hia arrest. A week after his 
defalcations were mode publiQ Bollin re- 
signed. The Mayor repeatedly sent names 
of cltizans to the council to succeed Bollir, 
but that body refused to confirm the i.(-j:n- 
inations, in tho meantime leaving Bollin in 
office. 

Those developments contributed so pow- 
erfully to the great demand for reform that 
a proclamation aigncd by 1,000 of the moat 
prominent citizens of Omaha, repreaenting 
all political parties, baa been pnbliabed, 
calling upon citizens generally to join with 
them in a vigorous non-aeotarian and non- 
partisan citizens' movement for municipal 
reform- The A. P. A., which la now the 
controlling fitotor in local politics, is not 
mentioned in the proclamation, tliough its 
wording carries the inference that war is to 
be made on thn A. P. A aa well aa other 
organlzktioiia of ita character.

THE CLONMEL TRAGEDY. 

Stiiuel to the Torture uiid BuriiliiR of an Old 
Irlsli Womiui lis a Witch. 

DuiiLiN, July 5. — Michael Cloary, of Bal- 
lyvodlea, near Clonmel, was convicted cf 
manslaughter to-day for causing tho death 
of his wife, Bridget Cloary, ab Ballyvadloa, 
on March 14 laat, by burning and otherwise 
ill-treatlBg her OQ the ground that she wag 
bewitched. This so-oalled Clonmel witch 
trogody ia one of tho most remarkable In tho 
annals of crime in Ireland. Miohaol Cleary, 
husband of the doceaaod, Patrick Boland, 
her fithor, William, Patrick, Michael and 
James Kennedy, couains, Mary Kennedy, 
ount, and Patrick Dunuo, William Ahearn 
and Dennis Caney, tho lattor known as tho 
" family doctor," were jointly arrested and 
charged with burning and ill-treating Brid- 
get Cloary until death rolloved her from 
further sufloring. 

The evidence showed that Mrs. Cleary 
waa Buffering from nervonanosa and bron- 
ohitis, and that her husband, believing her 
bowitohed, forced a nauseona decoction 
down her throat for the purpose of ezorola- 
ing the evil spirit. After this the nnfor tun- 
ate woman was held OTsr the fire and dread- 
fully burned until she deolared in the name 
of God that she was nob Gleary's wife. Thia 
torture waa repeated and in the end her 
bnaband knocked her down, stripped off her 
olothing, poured parafine over ,,her body, 
lighted it, and the woman was burned to 
death in the presence of her relatives. 
Oieary claimed that he waa not burning bio 
vUe, but a witofa.
